Following  are  the  reports  of  the  School  Superintendent, 
School  Nurse,  Attendance  reports  and  the  financial  report 
for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1950  as  submitted  by  the  audit 
of  the  Tax  Commission.  The  statement  of  bond  indebted- 
ness is  not  reprinted  and  you  are  referred  to  the  1949  report. 
Since  June  30th  the  American  Fidelity  Bonding  Company 
has  accepted  the  responsibility  of  settlement  of  Clifton 
Colby's  contract  and  have  been  paid  the  balance  of  his  con- 
tract. The  Building  Committee  have  a  few  minor  bills  to 
settle  and  will  submit  a  report  giving  the  total  building  budget, 
which  has  been  kept  within  the  appropriations,  in  the  next 
town  report.

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ANNUAL  REPORT   OF   THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Sanbornton : 

I  herewith  submit  my  first  annual  report  as  your  Super- 
intendent of  Schools. 

We  are  faced  with  troubled  times  in  all  phases  of  Amer- 
ican and  World  living.  The  schools  on  the  national,  state 
and  local  level  are  facing  a  greater  responsibility  than  they 
have  been  asked  to  face  for  considerable  time.  The  schools 
of  Sanbornton  are  faced  with  the  responsibility  of  giving  to 
the  youth  the  fundamental  concepts  of  learning  and  acquaint 
them  with  the  responsibilities  that  they  must  assume  for  the 
survival  of  our  democratic  way  of  life.  We  are  in  a  struggle 
against  foes  of  our  way  of  living.  Those  who  are  best  pre- 
pared are  the  ones  who  will  survive.  We  must  do  all  in  our 
power  to  see  that  we  are  not  the  losers. 

The  people  of  Sanbornton  have  always  made  the  tools 
to  carry  out  the  educational  processes  and  I  am  certain  that 
they  will  continue  to  do  so  in  the  future.  The  teachers  are 
faced  with,  and  have  assumed,  the  responsibility  for  prepar- 
ing the  youth  for  present  and  future  living.  They  are  not 
shirking  in  this  responsibility. 

During  the  past  year  the  personnel  changes  for  the  San- 
bornton School  have  been  small.  Mrs.  Anne  P.  Abbott  re- 
turned to  teach  in  the  primary  room  in  September  replacing 
Mrs.  Marion  Foster.  Mrs.  Katherine  French  came  to  San- 
bornton in  January  of  1950  and  continues  in  the  fifth  and 
sixth  grade  rooms.  Mrs.  Annette  Larson  continues  in  the 
upper  primary  room  and  Mr.  Glen  Chaffee  as  Principal  and 
teacher  of  grades  seven  and  eight.  It  is  a  source  of  good 
fortune  to  keep  a  staff  intact.  The  few  changes  in  the  sys- 
tem the  better  will  be  the  continuing  program  of  the  school. 

The  pupils  of  Sanbornton  are  being  provided  with  a  well 
balanced  program  in  the  Central  School.  There  are,  how- 
ever, a  few  items  which  would  improve  the  offerings.  I 
mention  only  two.  One  is  a  program  of  Art  instruction.  Ar- 
rangements could  be  worked  out  whereby  the  Supervisory 
Union  could  employ  an  Art  Supervisor  who  in  turn  would 
give  the  leadership  to  the  staff  and  pupils  for  the  necessary 
instruction  in  Art.    The  second  program  change  which  might 
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be  considered  is  that  of  including  instruction  by  a  specialized 
supervisor  in  Handwriting.  You  are  well  aware  of  the  de- 
ficiency in  this  field  by  all  pupils.  A  program  of  writing  in- 
struction from  grades  1  through  8  would  do  much  to  im- 
prove the  quality  of  the  handwriting  of  the  pupils  of  San- 
bornton. 

One  change  authorized  by  the  Board  for  the  present 
year  is  that  of  the  change  of  hours  in  the  school.  It  was  felt 
that  the  noon  hour,  during  the  winter  months,  could  be 
shortened  to  allow  pupils  to  get  home  earlier  at  night.  It  also 
has  the  added  effect  of  keeping  the  pupils  from  getting  wet 
and  overtired  during  the  noontime  play  period. 

The  School  Plant  is  one  of  which  the  citizens  can  well 
be  proud.  The  children  of  Sanbornton  are  most  fortunate  in 
having  a  building  with  its  modern  convenience  in  which  to 
carry  on  their  educational  pursuits.  The  manner  in  which 
they  have  cared  for  the  building  bespeaks  their  feeling  in  hav- 
ing the  school.  The  plant  must,  however,  have  continual 
care  in  order  that  it  be  kept  in  good  condition.  I  hope  that 
the  citizens  will  not  feel  that  since  it  is  a  new  building  no 
work  will  be  necessary  for  years.  This  is  fallacious  thinking. 
Repairs  must  be  made  when  they  occur  if  it  is  to  be  done 
efficiently  and  at  small  cost.  Because  of  this  a  small  amount 
is  included  in  the  budget  to  care  for  the  needs  as  they  arise. 

The  grounds  at  the  school  need  considerable  attention. 
The  beauty  of  the  building  will  be  enhanced  considerably  with 
a  planned  planting  program  and  the  building  up  of  lawn 
areas.  The  play  area  in  the  back  of  the  school  needs  a  great 
deal  of  attention  if  it  is  to  serve  the  purpose  for  which  it 
is  intended.  I  am  sure  that  the  people  of  Sanbornton  will 
not  fail  to  include  a  sum  in  the  budget  to  care  for  needed 
grading  and  that  they  will  give  of  their  time  and  energy  to 
help  improve  the  grounds  of  the  building. 

During  the  short  time  I  have  been  your  superintendent 
I  have  enjoyed  the  splendid  cooperation  of  the  staff,  the 
citizens  and  the  board.  This  is  deeply  appreciated  and  I  look 
forward  to  many  pleasant  years  working  for  the  betterment 
of  the  schools  and  caring  for  the  needs  of  your  children.

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SCHOOL  NURSE  REPORT

Dear  Mr.  Snell : 

Health  is  one  of  life's  greatest  gifts.  There  is  scarcely 
anything  so  important  that  it  should  be  allowed  to  interfere 
with  one's  physical  w^ell-being.  Our  aims  should  be  to  keep 
the  well  child  well,  and  to  bring  the  child  in  poor  health  up  to 
a  higher  physical  standard. 

Tuberculosis  has  been  greatly  reduced  in  the  past  cjuarter 
of  a  century,  but  it  is  still  a  very  serious  disease.  Every  new 
case  of  tuberculosis  comes  from  an  existing  case.  In  order 
to  cope  with  the  disease,  every  new  case  must  be  discovered 
early  and  given  prompt  and  effective  treatment.  One  of 
the  best  ways  to  ascertain  the  presence  of  tuberculosis  is  by 
means  of  the  tuberculin  test. 

A  Tuberculin  T'atch  Test  clinic  was  held  at  the  Central 
School,  March  13,  1950,  with  96  children  participating.  All 
positive  reactors  to  the  test  were  X-rayed  by  Mr.  Allen  of 
the  New  Hampshire  Tuberculosis  Association  at  the  Laconia 
Chest  clinic  in  April  1950. 

The  ears  and  eyes  can  truly  be  called  the  windows  of 
the  mind,  and  in  all  too  many  cases  failure  in  school  work 
can  be  attributed  to  the  fact  that  they  are  not  functioning 
properly.  We  are  now  using  the  Massachusetts  Vision  Test- 
ing instrument  in  the  Sanbornton  Central  School.  This  ma- 
chine enables  us  to  give  a  more  accurate  vision  test.  Three 
pupils  received  new  glasses  and  six  pupils  had  their  glasses 
changed. 

The  person  with  hearing  losses  is  dreadfully  handi- 
capped. In  order  to  conserve  our  hearing,  we  should  better 
understand  the  proper  care  of  the  ears,  and  the  effects  that 
headcolds,  tonsilitis,  and  other  diseases  have  on  the  hearing. 
Since  1949  we  have  been  using  a  hearing  test  known  as  the 
Puretone  audiometer.  This  machine  has  many  advantages 
over  the  whispering  and  4A  audiometer  tests. 
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Parents  are  today  realizing  more  the  importance  of 
dental  care.  This  applies  particularly  to  the  care  of  baby 
teeth,  because  if  these  are  neglected,  the  permanent  teeth 
suffer  also.  The  first  eight  years  of  a  child's  life  are  the 
most  crucial  in  the  safeguarding  of  the  dental  structure. 
Prevention  is  the  watchword  in  dentistry  today.  Through 
the  generosity  and  co-operation  of  the  Sanbornton  Bay 
Grange,  we  were  able  to  secure  the  services  of  Miss  Helena 
Van  Koert,  dental  hygienist.  Fifty-seven  children  received 
four  applications  of  Fluorine  solution.  Twenty  children  re- 
ceived dental  corrections  from  their  own  dentist. 

Classroom  inspections  were  held  at  intervals  for  syinp- 
toms  of  pediculosis  and  communicable  diseases. 

The  advances  in  the  field  of  physiotherapy  have  veri- 
fied the  importance  that  it  plays  in  the  treatment  of  many 
physical  defects  which,  if  left  untreated,  may  lead  to  serious 
handicaps.  Two  children  attended  the  orthopedic  clinic  in 
Laconia. 

Good  nutrition  is  the  best  foundation  our  body  can  have 
for  health.  The  child  who  is  malnourished  and  hungry 
cannot  be  expected  to  do  his  best  work  in  school.  It  is  edify- 
ing to  see  how  many  children  are  receiving  the  benefit  of  a 
well  balanced  hot  lunch  served  in  the  Sanbornton  Central 
School. 

The  importance  of  defecting  disorders  in  their  incipient 
stages  cannot  be  over-emphasized.  To  this  end  physical, 
dental,  vision  and  hearing  examinations  were  given  to  100 
pupils  by  the  nurse. 

It  has  been  indeed  encouraging  to  find  throughout  the 
school  year  the  same  keen  appreciation  and  earnest  co-opera- 
tion that  are  so  characteristic  of  the  interest  of  the  citizens 
of  Sanbornton  in  the  health  program  of  their  school. 

I  wish  to  take  this  occasion  to  thank  the  Sanbornton 
School  Board,  Mr.  Snell.  teachers,  parents,  the  Sanbornton 
Bay  Grange,  and  pupils  for  their  wholehearted  co-operation 
during  the  past  year.
